Praise is given 
to Capt. Orvil A. Anderson and Capt. Albert W. Stevens both for successfully com- 
pleting a thrilling feat, but also for their probable important contribution to 
scientific knowledge. 

“Captain Stevens and Anderson in the stratospheric balloon Explorer II 
traveled only fourteen miles off the earth and only about 240 miles horizontally, 
and still the only explorers of whom one thinks to compare them are such far- 
roving admirals as Columbus and Magellan,” declares the New York World 
Telegram, 

“As truly as any of the great navigators of the age of exploration, they sailed 
off to a new world, to an unknown realm of darkness and cold. Thanks to their 
recording instruments, the two captains probably have brought back a hundred 
times as much actual knowledge of the places they've been as did the great 
Columbus, * * * 

“These explorers, for certain brought back none of the gold or spices of the 
Jndies sought by their ancient counterparts. [t is dubious if they can turn to any 
large commercial profit the fame which momentarily is theirs, even if they should 
Wish to do so. The scientific value of their findings cannot be appraised fully for 
some time, 

“But assured of all this in advance, knowing too, that they risked death and 
physical discomfort and disappointment, still they launched up into the cold 
blackness and carried out their attempt with brilliant success. It seems to us that 
this achievement must make a permanent place on the list of American heroes 
for Albert W. Stevens and Orvil A. Anderson.”

Winter Air Maneuvers 

The New England States will be the 
scene of winter maneuvers of the U. 8. 
Army Air Corps, Maj. Gen. Fox Conner, 
Commanding General, Ist Corps Area, 
announced this week.

first of their kind to take place in New | 


England, General Conner said, will be 
to test the ability of combat squadrons 
to operate in the field at extremely low 
temperatures, without heated hangars 
and other home airdrome facilities. Win- 
ter equipment of the air corps, such as 
skis, sleeping bags, engine heaters and 
other items will be put to a rigid test. 

The Concord Airport at Concord, 
N. IL, and the Burlington Airport, at 
Burlington, Vt., will be used as bases 
for the winter maneuvers, General Con- 
ner said. 

The maneuvers are being planned by 
Brig.

MacArthur Plan Given 
to Philippine Assembly 


In his first address to the National 
Assembly, newly inaugurated President 
Manual Quezon of the Philippine Com- 
monwealth confined himself entirely ‘to 
the National Defense of the Islands and 
the plan drafted by General Douglas 
MacArthur, USA, and his staff. 


President Quezon indicated the funda- 
mental and paramount importance he 
gives to this problem and to the Mac- 
Arthur plan by making it the first piece 
of legislation to be considered by the 
new Government. No other legislation, 
it is said, will be considered until a 
national defense act is adopted. 


The MacArthur plan provides as a 
central feature a trained and organized 
force consisting of about 1,500 officers 
and 19,000 enlisted men, a reserve force 
distributed throughout the islands; utili- 
mation of the public school system by 
beginning the teaching of citizenship and 
physical development at the age of 10; 
and compulsory military service, select- 
ing men by lot as they come of age. 
The two points strongly emphasized were 
the utilization of the public schools and 
the principle that the system “must pro- 
vide actual security.” Current and fu- 
tire economy was urgently recom- 
mended, in connection with which it was 
stated that there will be no attempt to 
develop a battle fleet for the time being. 

In his address President Quezon gave 
high praise to General MacArthur, 
former chief of staff of the Army, say- 
ing that he is “the one soldier whose 
opinion on every question of military 


organization would command the re- 
spect of all our people.” In addition he 
asked the assembly to give him the 


authority to fix the rank and emolu- 
ments to be given to General MacArthur 
ind his staff. With the General in the

Motor Equipment 

“Be it resolved that the National 
Guard Association go on record as ap 
proving the priority as set up by the 
National Guard Bureau and urge that 
every effort be made to obtain the mini- 
mum training requirement of motor 
vehicles for all un‘ts at the earliest prac- 
ticable date.” 

Purchase of Trainers 

“Be it resolved thet the Executive 
committee of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation he directed to present to the 
Assistant Secretary of War a_ request 
for $196.75 from P. W. A. Funds for the 
purchase of the following equipment : 

“19 photographie trailers for the 
Photographic Sections of the observation 
squadrons,

National Rifle Matches 

“Again recommends thet the Nationa]

clude per diem pay for officers and en- 
listed men of the National Guard who 
may participate as competitors or in any 
other capacity connected with the Na- 
tional Matches, and that said sum shall 
he sufficient to prov'de practice targets 
on at least the basis of the year 1931, 
and that added language be included in 
the Appropriation bill to enable all Na- 
tional Gvrard officers and enlisted men 
to participate in the proper status as 
members of the National Guard of the 
United States.” 

New Overcoats 

Directing officers to urge Chief of Bu 
rea, the War Department and Congress 
“to secure sufficent funds with which to 
furn'sh in the fiscal year 1927 new over 
coats of suitable quality and design to 
meet the requirements of at least 50 
percent of the strength of the National 
Guard, and that these overcoats be is- 
sued first to the states in the northern 
section of the country.” 

Purchase of Helmets 

“This association passed a resolution 
requesting sufficient funds to enable pur- 
chase and issve to the National Guard 
suitable helmets in lieu of the campaign 
hat. Congress acceded to our request in 
this matter, and appropriated approxi- 
mately $145,000 for the above mentioned 
purpose. To date, however, the War 
Department has not authorized the pur- 
chase and issue of the helmets and the 
money appropriated is therefore about 
to revert to the Treasury. Resolved, 
That the Association direct its officers 
to again present this subject to the Chief 
of the National Guard Bureau and the 
Secretary of War with a request that 
authority be granted for the purchase 
and issue of the helmets.”

“Request that each company or bat- 
tery so motorized be equipped with a 
suitable mobile kitchen capable of main- 
taining its place in any column to which 
it might be attached.” 

Antiaircraft Equipment 

“Take steps to have the necessary 
funds appropriated to put into effect the 
National Guard Bureau program of anti- 
aircraft equipment.” 

Army Maneuvers 

“Go on record as recognizing the ne- 
cessity of such Army training (field 
army maneuvers) and in urging the War 
Department to plan and Congress to ap- 
propriate the necessary funds to hold one 
Army Maneuver each year, alternating 
between the four armies.” 

National Guard Instructors 

Reaffirming stand in favor of securing 
“proper and just consideration for Regu- 
lar Army officers assigned to the Na- 
tional Guard as instructors in assign- 
ment to the War Department General 
Staff, to the Command and General Staff 
School and to the Army War College.” 

Tables of Organization 

Favoring an additional oflicer in the 
grade of first lieutenant be authorized 
in the Tables of Organization for the 
National Guard regiments of Infantry, 
Field Artillery and Coast Artillery for 
Regimental Headquarters companies and 
for Batteries.

Welcome General MacArthur 

Manila, P. I.—Though confined to his 
quarters with a broken collar bone, Maj. 
Gen. Frank Parker extended a royal 
welcome to the Army’s distinguished 
former chief of staff. Prevented by his 
injury from welcoming General Douglas 
MacArthur personally, General Parker 
used all the Army’s facilities to accord 
full honors to the former Chief of Staff. 

A flight of planes from the Fourth 
Composite Group of Nichols Fld. met the 
“President Hoover” at the breakwater 
and dropped a personal note of welcome 
from General Parker. The planes then 
formed an escort to the liner as she 
approached the pier. Col. Robert C. 
Knox, Chief of Staff of the Philippine 
Department, representing General 
Parker, boarded the “Hoover” at the 
breakwater to again extend General 
Parker’s welcome. 

As the liner drew in to the pier, a 
seventeen gun salute thundered out from 
the Army battery drawn up on the 
waterfront, and as Colonel Knox con- 
ducted General MacArthur from the pier, 
four ruffles and four flourishes followed 
by the General’s March were sounded as 
the 81st Infantry, massed in General 
MacArthur’s honor, by General Parker, 
snapped to attention. 

After looking over Colonel Mackall’s 
command, General MacArthur spoke of 
their fine appearance and then passed 
down the line of officers drawn up to 
greet him. As he reached each officer in 
turn General MacArthur spoke a cordial 
word—Expressing his pleasure at seeing 
his old friends. 





Duties of Post Commanders 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
210-70, Aug. 20, 1934, paragraph 2 of 
those regulations is changed as follows: 

2. Duties, general—Some of the more im- 
portant duties and _ responsibilities with 
which the commanding officer of a post is 
charged are as follows. * * * 

e. He will inspect his command at such 
times as may be prescribed by higher au- 
thority, and at such other times as he 
deems necessary, and will render reports as 
directed by higher authority of these inspec- 
tions. 

f. Whether in permanent or temporary 
command of the post, camp, or station, he 
will— 

(1) Insure that funds, property, alcoholics, 
or narcotics are adequately safeguarded and 
are administered and accounted for in ac- 
cordance with the law and regulations. 

(2) See that all persons serving under his 
jurisdiction of whom bonds are required by 
Section I, AR 35-220, furnish such bonds 
before entering upon duty involving ac- 
countability. * * * 

i. Where suitable public lands are avail- 
able, he may set aside for post gardens 
such ground as may be necessary for the 
production of vegetables for the command 
and cause it to be cultivated by the troops; 


or, if he so elects, apportion the land 
among the organizations for cultivation. 
j. Accompanied by the surgeon, he will 


make such visits as he deems necessary to 
the hospital, guardhouses, mess halls, post 
exchanges, and other buildings and rooms 
used by enlisted men, as well as to store- 
houses, corrals, etc. * * 

u. He will be responsible for the content- 
ment and well-being of troops, and will be 
prepared to maintain, as far as practicable, 
any work carried on by the several civilian 
welfare agencies within his command. Where 
practicable, activities will include recrea- 
tional athletics, music, dramatic entertain- 
ment, service clubs, post exchanges, libra- 
ries, and community cooperation. 

v. He will give support to and assist chap- 
lains and appropriate agencies in furthering 
the moral training, character building, and 
religious guidance of the soldier. * * * 

aq. (1) * * * (3) In addition to the reports 
ealled for above, a report will be made by 
telegraph or radio directly to The Adjutant 
General in the following cases: * * * 

(c) These telegraphic or radio reports will 
contain the information required by (a), 
(b), and (c) of the mail reports called for 
in (1) above. * * * 

bd. He will insure that the field equip- 
ment and transportation of medical units 
of his command are in proper condition for 
immediate field service. * * * 

bx. Conduct of troops on the march. * * * 

(2) The following measures will be re- 
sorted to, whenever practicable, to further 
the purposes enumerated in (1) above: * * * 
(f) Rescinded.

Chaplain Duff is making the first an- 
nual inspection of chaplain activities 
ashore and afloat, and his tour will in- 
clude east and west coast naval vessels 
and stations. He will return to the Navy 
Department, Washington, D. C., on De- 
ember 12. 

In his letter, Admiral Standley said: 

“My dear Chaplain Duff: 

“Regretting that I cannot be present 
at the Annual Conference of Navy Chap- 
lains to be held November 25th and 26th, 
I want to request you to read this letter 
to the conference to serve as my greet- 
ing to the Navy Chaplains and as a 
means of presenting to them my whole 
hearted sympathy in the work they are 
doing. 


“It is a particular source of satisfac- 
tion to me that there is an annual gath- 
ering of Navy Chaplains. Much good 
is bound to come from exchange of the 
results of experience and of the various 
ideas for building these results. 

“Of especial interest to me are the 
steps being taken to keep the ranks of 
Navy Chaplains filled with young, alert, 
manly men who are not only imbued 
with their respective faiths, but who are 
possessed of such understanding and 
such a range of interests that they can 
acquire the maximum trust, confidence 
and respect of our enlisted men to the 
end that they may be best able to aid 
them. And in aiding them they aid our 
Nation and our standards of civilization. 

“There are few greater influences in 
our country for true Americanism and 
the standards of living for which it 
stands than the officers and men of our 
armed services. It is proper that the per- 
sonnel of our Navy should receive from 
our Chaplains the clear and strong mes- 
sage that a well controlled armed force 
may be needed and hence must be ready 
to fight for our Nation and thus for the 
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betterment of the human race—the mes- 
sage so ably presented by both Cardinal 
Hayes and Bishop Manning on the occa- 
sion of the Fleet’s visit to New York in 
1934. 

“With assurances of my wish for the 
success of this conference and my ap- 
preciation of the role of the Chaplain 
Corps in our Navy, believe me,

Rear Admiral Andrews’ letter follows: 
“My dear Chaplain Duff: 

“The Bureau has decided to send you 
to the West Coast to visit certain activi- 
ties on shore and in the Fleet, to make 
contact with the different chaplains, to 
talk with them regarding their work, all 
to the end to increase the efficiency of 
this most important branch of our Ser- 
vice. 


“IT cannot stress too forcibly the im- 
portance of the work of the Navy Chap- 
lain. The spiritual welfare of officers and 
men is quite as important as other attri- 
butes which we demand of men of th 
Navy. A chaplain properly imbued anc 
indoctrinated with correct ideas by his 
own efforts can have a marked influence 
upon the esprit de corps of the activity 
which he serves. The interest taken by a 
chaplain in the individual welfare of the 
enlisted man, guiding him aright in the 
problems confronting him, showing him 
that a clean, moral life are requisites to 
the ideal man-of-warsman, goes far to 
the making of a better man and thus a 
more efficient service. After all, the effi- 
ciency of our Navy depends upon the 
efficiency of the individual. 

“As you know, the great leaders of our 
Navy have set ideals which we follow 
today. They have been, almost without 
exception, Christian men who have ex- 
emplified these important characteristics 
not only by precept but by actual ex- 
ample, 

“I think it most important that you 
gather the chaplains of the Fleet and 
shore stations together, to discuss with 
them the ways and means for a better 
fulfillment of their duties and to indoc- 
trinate them in the ideals which the 
Navy expects of the Chaplain Corps. We 
have many fine men as chaplains in the 
Navy, many of whom I have had the 
pleasure of serving with. Will you please 
extend to all chaplains present my 
greetings and best wishes for their con- 
tinued success?

Naval Air Base 


Congressman John J. McGrath of 
California on Nov. 18 is authority for 
the statement that the Navy Department 
is preparing plans 'to establish a naval 
seaplane base on the shores of San 
Francisco Bay. Two sites are under 
consideration — one near South San 
Francisco and the other ten miles South 
on the harbor of Redwood City. The 
cost is estimated at $1,800,000.00. The 
Navy has no seaplane base north of 
San Diego. 

Other locations for such a base, if one 
is to be constructed, have been recom- 
mended on the Eastern Shores of the 
Bay in the vicinity of Alameda, Calif. 

Two days after Mr. McGrath made 
this statement, his fellow Congressman 
Frank Carter in Alameda across the Bay 
announced that Secretary Swanson would 
ask Congress to appropriate $300,000.00 
as an initial expenditure to build a giant 
Navy seaplane base at Alameda on 1,000 
acres of municipally owned land, at 
present under lease to Pan American 
Airways. 

Congressman McGrath is expected to 
fight for his Redwood City district as 
the place best fitted for the new base 
when Congress convenes. Mr. McGrath 
is under considerable fire from his con- 
stituents by reason of the reduction of 
Federal money now being spent by the 
Army lighter-than-air units stationed at 
Sunnyvale.

Guard Headquarters has issued instrye. 
tions to personnel in the field prohibjt. 
ing the carrying on of any experiment] 
work without special permission. 

In the current Communication By. 
letin of the Coast Guard attention jg 
directed to the fact that a staff of op. 
cers is maintained at Headquarters to 
carry on experimentation, and it {g 
ordered that personnel in the field syp. 
mit recommendations and _ suggestions 
for new equipment to them instead of 
conducting any experiments themselves, 
Criticism and recommendations will be 
welcomed, it is stated and due credit 
given to the originator of any ideas 
proved feasible. Because the personnel 
authorized for each unit is deemed bare. 
ly sufficient to stand watches and maip. 
tain equipment, however, experimental 
work by personnel in the field will only 
be permitted in special circumstances, 

The text of the directive bearing the 
title “Communication Efficiency” follows: 

“It is a well-known fact that communi- 


cations is a very important factor of 
obtaining the greatest results in the 
Coast Guard. With that thought in 


mind, Headquarters maintains a staff 
of officers on duty at Headquarters to 
investigate and develop, as far as possi- 
ble, the most efficient equipment for 
Coast Guard communication purposes, 

“All the personnel in the field are re. 
quested to submit recommendations for 
improvement and they can rest assured 
that they will be given the greatest of 
consideration. Ileadquarters has de 
veloped standard equipment for the ser- 
vice. There seems to be a lack of policy 
with reference to the installation of this 
equipment, Hereafter, a plan of installa- 
tion will be outlined by Headquarters 
and that plan will be strictly adhered to. 

“Headquarters fully appreciates the 
interest taken by many officers in desir- 
ing to improve existing equipment and 
will, if possible, approve experimenta- 
tion to a limited degree. It is felt, how- 
ever, that the following policy must be 
enunciated with reference to that par- 
ticular point: 

“(1) Hereafter, no change will be 
made in the initial hook-up of any com- 
municat’on equipment on board any unit, 
afloat or ashore, without specific au 
thority from Headquarters ; 

“(2) No experiments will be carried 
out without express permission as It is 
felt that the existing number of radio 
personne] authorized for each unit 1s 
just enough to efficiently maintain the 
facilities and stand the necessary 
watches ; 

“(3) Headquarters will, however, ap 
preciate all constructive criticism and 
will endeavor to incorporate worthy 
changes in new equipment or authoriz 
changes in existing equipment, giving 
due credit to the originator of the idea.

in war and warlike acts and maneouvres. The Committee on Militarism in Educa- 
tion which lists Bishop Francis J. McConnell as President, and Mary E. Wooley, of 
Holyoke College, former disarmament diplomat, and William Allen White, the 
Emporia sage, as members, is preparing to support the Nye-Kvale amendment to 
the National Defense Act against compulsory student military training. The Coun- 
cil for Social Action of the Congregational and Christian Churches, is making 
among Churches a national plebiscite on war and peace, and its returns to date 
shows an amazingly small “support of any war which the United States 
Government may declare,” an even smaller “support of any war declared by the 
United States Government against an internationally recognized aggressor,” a larger 
percentage in “support only of a war declared by the United States Government 
after making use of every agency for peace,” a lesser number in support of “only 
a war in which United States territory has been invaded,” and, finally, one-seventh 
of the returns in favor of the “support of no war which United States Government 
may declare.” To those misguided enough to urge a policy which places the country 
at the mercy of foreign aggression, as, for instance, China and Bthiopia, to cite cur- 
rent cases, probably it.is futile to call attention to their obligation as citizens “to pro- 
vide for the common defense.” The Supreme Court has left no doubt as to the 
solemnity of this obligation. In the matter of educational institutions, it has upheld 
the right of the University of California to suspend students who refuse to take 
military training because of conscientious objections, and dismissed the appeal of a 
student of the University of Maryland in a similar case. Moreover, the Court 
repeatedly has emphasized the duty of the citizen to defend the country. It is with 
hearty approval that we quote the following from a letter printed in another 
column written by the Reverend William Carter, D.D., LL.D., Chairman of the 
Interdenominational Fellowship of the Spirit: “The two most effective methods for 
peace education are, to my mind, the Church and the Schools, but it should always 
be accompanied with lessons in patriotism. If we do not instill love of country, we 
will soon have no country to love. This is not chauvinism but definite Scripture 
teaching: ‘If any provide not for his own, and specially for those of his own house, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worse than an infidel.’” That a like spirit should 
animate the Clergy of our nation is the wish of all patriotic Americans. 


THE TIME WHEN AN AUTOMOBILE was only a luxury long since has passed 
for officers and men of the armed services who now find that ownership and 
constant operation of a modern dependable car is necessary to the efficient per- 
formance of their duties. Unfortunately, however, the maintenance and operation 
of vehicles must be entirely at their own expense even though fifty per cent or more 
of running time is on government business. Recognition of this fact and its in- 
justice is becoming more and more widespread and initiation of legislation at the 
next session of Congress will not find support lacking. Congressmen are aware 
of the almost universal practice among commercial firms of compensating employes 
for the use of privately owned automobiles on official business. In some cases such 
compensation is on a mileage basis and in others a flat monthly sum similar to the 
fixed pay formerly given Army officers for maintaining private mounts. A sugges- 
tion has been made that Federal automobile licenses also be extended to service 
personnel so that they will not be subject to the purchase of a number of state 
licenses because of changes of station. A Congressional inquiry will show the need 
for some form of relief to auto owners and a proper and equitable solution indicated. 


THE SHORTAGH OF GRADES and ratings which has been blocking non- 
commissioned promotions in the Army for some years is becoming more and more 
acute as the recruiting program for the increased strength progresses. Prior to the 
authorization for increased strength staff studies showed the pressing need for more 
grades and ratings. Now other components besides the Regular Army are feeling 
the shortage. The National Guard Association at its recent convention adopted a 
resolution urging increase in the number of Regular sergeant-instructors assigned to 
its units. “It is generally recognized,” the Association declared, “that sergeant- 
instructors are a very valuable factor in the training, instruction, and administra- 
tion of the National Guard,” whereupon that body resolved that it “emphatically 
registers its recommendations that the Association and all of its members use every 
proper means to secure reassignment by the War Department of the same number of 
sergeant-instructors as were for duty with the National Guard before the reduction 
of 1932.” A similar situation prevails in the Reserve Officers Training Corps units 
and the necessity for sending them additional non-commissioned officers as well as 
commissioned officers was the subject of considerable comment at the meetings of 
both the Land Grant and State Colleges associations. But in both cases the War 
Department is hampered by the intense shortage in its Regular Army units. With 
46,250 additional privates being enlisted during this year the Army is utilizing to 
the utmost its small cadre of non-commissioned officers. This situation is evident 
in most every arm and service. Brigadier General Andrews in his report on the 
first six months operation of the General Headquarters Air Force listed as one of 
the needs of that force additional men of suitable grades and ratings with which 
to fill out the combat crews and perform the other technical duties so vital to 
cperation. Congress must be made to see the acuteness of the situation and extend 
immediate authorization for expanding the higher grades and ratings rather than 
await the beginning of the new fiscal year. Excellent soldier material is being re- 
cruited under the current p but it can not be retained and developed unless 
proper advancement is assured the youth who wants to make the Army his career.

OC. EB. P.—An enlisted man of th 
armed services, disabled in line of duty 
during peace-time is entitled to a pep 
sion, the amount of which depends upon 
the percentage of disability. The monthly 
rates are as follows: 10%, $6; 200, $9; 
30%, $18; 40%, $18; HO%, $22; bom, 
$27 ; 70%, $31; 80%, $36; 900%, $40; 10 
%, $45. An additional $12 a month & 
paid, if the soldier’s disability include 
the loss of one foot, one hand, or one 
eye. However, if two hands, or two feet, 
or a hand and a foot are lost or useless, 
or if so completely disabled so as to rm 
quire the constant care of an attendant, 
a flat pension of $75 a month is paid. If 
blind, or if two hands and a foot, or two 
feet and a hand are lost or useless, the 
total rate is $87.50. If blind and suffer. 
ing from the loss of one hand or om 
foot, the rate is $100. If blind, and both 
hands and both feet are gone or their uw 
is lost the pension is $125 a month, The 
war-time rate is higher. The percentage 
of disability governs, with $10 a month 
payable for 10% disabled, $20 for 20%, 
and so on up to $100 for 1000. An add 
tional $25 is allowed for the loss of on 
hand, or one foot, or one eye, and the 
higher flat rates are exactly double the 
peace-time rates for the same disability.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Navy High Commands -With the departure of Admiral William H. Standley for a 
possible extended stay in London, speculation has been rife throughout naval circles 
regarding the make-up of next year’s slate of high command assignments. 


Rumor has it that the slate already is decided upon and that an announcement 
will be made regarding it following the meeting of the selection board which con- 
venes at the Department next week. This gossip undoubtedly has its basis in the 
fact that the Chief of Naval Operations may be gone for months and that a 
decision would be arrived at before his departure. In regard to these rumors, how- 
ever, the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL was informed on high authority that the slate 
is not made up, that it will not await Admiral Standley’s return if prolonged, and 
will be decided upon and given out about the usual time, during January or 
February. 

The situation is, it was stated, that the selection of the Commander-inChief 
of the Fleet was made by the President and the Secretary of the Navy; that the 
Secretary acts upon the advice of the Chief of Naval Operations and the present 
Fleet Commander ; that the Secretary already has consulted at length with Admiral 
Standley; that he will receive the views of Admiral Reeves when he arrives next 
week to serve as President of the Senior Selection Board; and that if Admiral Stand- 
ley has not returned before the slate normally would be announced, it will be 
given out anyway. 

Selection of the other high commands can not be made until the Commander- 
in-Chief is chosen, for the Secretary receives his advice as ‘to the other appoint- 
ments, as well as the recommendations of the Chief of Naval Operations, and the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 

Decision as to the new Cin® at present seems to lie between Vice Adm. Wil- 
liam D. Leahy, commander of Battleships, Battle Force, Vice Adm. Arthur J. Hep- 
burn, commander of the Scouting Force, and Rear Adm. Harry E. Yarnell, now in 
command of the 14th Naval District and the Naval Base at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 
The other four starred command in the Fleet, Commander Battle Force, will go to 
one of the three also, it is predicted. Admiral Reeves, it is believed will go to the 
General Board when he hauls down his Commander-in-Chief’s flag next June, and 
will become Chairman of the Board when Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, retires at 
the end of the Summer. Admiral Harris Laning, present Commander Battle Force, 
while considered for the senior Fleet post, has been three years at sea, and it is 
believed he will be given a shore assignment, possibly as commandant of the San 
Francisco Naval District. Rear Adm. Joseph K. Taussig, assistant chief of naval 
operations, is due for an important fleet command, it is stated. 

Besides the commands afloat, the important posts of Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics will be filled. Rear Adm. Ernest J. King, the incumbent, will have 
completed only three years in the post, a four year detail, by next Spring, but he 
has been four years out of the Fleet (a year at the War College preceded his 
present duty) and he is known to want to get back afloat. While several flag 
officers who are qualified aviation observers have been mentioned as his successor, 
it is regarded as almost certain that a pilot will be chosen. Admiral King is the 
only qualified pilot in the rear admiral grade, and therefore a senior captain will 
probably get the post. 
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Strength of the Army Air Corps—A determined effort will be made at the next 
session of Congress to bring the Army Air Corps up to the strength in planes get 
by both the Drum Board and the Baker Board, namely 2,320 airplanes plus such 
small increase as may be determined necessary to provide for larger reserves jp 
certain elements. Really this figure is said to be an outgrowth of the figures set jp 
the Air Corps Act of 1926, which act provided that the Corps should maintain 1,89 
“serviceable” planes. The definitions of “serviceable” were so varied that the Baker 
board apparently omitted the word but boosted the total airplanes to 2,320. 


The latest strength report of the Air Corps, as of August 15, lists a total of 
1,196 airplanes in the Corps, distributed as follows: pursuit, 350; bombardment, 130: 
attack, 100; observation, 237; amphibian observation, 21; transport, 61; basic traip. 
ing, 153; primary training, 144. In addition the following are now contracted for 
and under construction, to be delivered after the first of the year: bombardment, 
103; attack, 110; observation, 71; and basic training, 30. Also there are at present 
in the hands of the National Guard 129 observation planes, and in the Organized 
Reserves 29 observation planes. 


General Douglas MacArthur in his final report as chief of staff of the Army 
set 800 as the number of planes which should be built each year in order to bring 
the Corps up to the strength recommended by the Baker Board. At that rate of 
construction it would take about four or five years (taking into account crashes and 
planes becoming obsolete) to bring the Air Corps up to the recommended strength, 
Once having reached the recommended strength, it is estimated that 500 additional 
would have to be provided each year to take care of normal replacements for 
planes wearing out and going out of service and for crashes. 


As to the types of planes now in service it is interesting to note that the P-2% 
model, of which there are 111 make about 200 miles per hour; while the B-10 and 
B-12 type, of which the Corps has 40, have a minimum speed of 200 and a desired 
speed of 250; the 40 A-12 type make 175 miles per hour, while the 18 O-43A type 
has a minimum speed of 200 and a desired speed of 250 miles per hour. 


Sunnyvale “Stockholders” Dissatisfied—Echoes of the Navy Department’s venture 
in the field of building and operating great dirigible airships which ended for the 
time being at least when the USS Macon fell into the Pacific are continuing to come 
out of the Bay region of San Francisco where all the adjacent counties and cities 
pledged the taxpayer's money to buy “stock” in a gigantic project for the purpose of 
purchasing one thousand acres of good landing field ground to be made into a great 
lighter than air base for the Navy. The deed for the property was made out in 
the name of the United States Government. 


The investment has proven to be unsatisfactory to those who bought the stock. 
The lighter-than-air base at Sunnyvale, California ceased to pay dividends when the 
Macon crashed and under the new management—the Army Air Corps—it promises 
to do no better than heretofore. 


The first move of the various Bay Region cities and counties to get free from 
the pledge of their political word to provide money to pay for Sunnyvale’s acres is 
seen in the action of the District Attorney of San Mateo County who warned the 
County Controller to withhold the county’s initial payment of $10,000.00 toward the 
Sunnyvale air base purchase fund the total of which amounts to $500,000.00. Of 
this sum San Mateo pledged a total of $50,000.00 in accordance with a “gentleman's 
agreement” to give employment to San Mateo workmen. The agreement, say San 
Mateo, was not observed. 

The District Attorney has ruled that San Mateo’s Board of Supervisors ex- 
ceeded its authority in yoting to pay any money whatever to the Sunnyvale purchase 
fund. Taxpayer’s money, he said, cannot legally be used for any purpose outside of 
the County. 

The legality issue thus raised in behalf of the taxpayers of San Mateo County 
is almost certain to be seized on by other counties and municipalities that have 
made pledges of money which they have not as yet paid in cash. 

Meanwhile, San Mateo has asked the Attorney General of California for a legal 
ruling on the controversy. Should he decide that San Mateo’s Board of Supervisors 
exceeded their authority in pledging the taxpayer’s money to help buy Suunyvale’s 
acreage, the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce would stand to lose the $50,000.00 
which was advanced by this organization on San Mateo’s promise to make good on 
its original pledge of this amount. 

Such a ruling by the Attorney General might result in suits to be instituted by 
other counties to recover the amounts which they have already paid in. Alameda 
County contributed $25,000 and San Francisco County, $250,000. Santa Clara 
County in which Sunnyvale is located also contributed. Pledges are supposed to be 
paid in yearly installments. 

Everything considered, the entire transaction is certain to be aired when Con- 
gress convenes. Powerful pressure will be brought to bear to have the Federal 
Government refund to the “pledgees” the sums already paid in and to pay the 
original owners of Sunnyvale’s acres the amounts now due and unpaid. 

The only alternative that will satisfy the pledgees is full resumption of ait 
operations at Sunnyvale under the Army Air Corps which has just taken over the 
Base through negotiation with the Navy Department in exchange for three Army 
air fields in Hawaii, Washington, D. €., and Coronado, Calif. In other words, 
if the Army will guarantee air operations that will disburse as much money as was 
spent by the Navy before the Macon was lost, the sponsors of Sunnyvale will sit 
back in contentment, secure in the contemplation of getting their money back with 
ample interest. 


The Army Woman’s Point of View—Mrs. George W. Cocheu, wife of Colonel Cochet, 
has a most interesting article in the current issue of “National Defense News,” 
published by the National Society of the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
giving an absorbing description of Army life during the frontier days and an expos 
tion of the views of Army women toward war and peace. 

“I often think,” Mrs. Cocheu writes, “that the idea that army officers and their 
families want war must have started in an insane asylum; at least it is a delusion 
of disordered minds. Why should any one court destruction? It is like burning ones’ 
home or killing one’s dearest. In every walk of life ambitious beings hope for 
advancement, but what sane person would kill, or run the risk of being killed, 
order to gain promotion? In my entire life I have never known a man or a woman, 
among the families of officers or enlisted men who did not desire a lasting and 
honorable peace. They are the ones to be torn up and cast adrift, the ones who 
always have the most to lose. 

“We women of the army are true pacifists, we love peace and despise war. Our 
husbands have individually taken an oath to support and defend the Constitution 
of our country against all enemies. That same Constitution delegates to Congress, 
as representatives of the people, the power to declare war. Once this action 18 
taken, it is the duty of our husbands to carry out the will of the people and restore 
the ruptured peace. They, and we, in the future as in the past, will cheerfully meet 
the call, in order that our country may survive.”

the existence and exercise of the right 
of national self defense is freedom itself 
the most precious reward from heaven 
to the worthy. This immutable principle 
js firmly incorporated in our constitution 
the Magna Charta of Philippine liberty. 

“We the citizens of these islands are 

now fairly started on the final stretch 
of the long road we have so patiently 
and persistently followed toward the 
goal of independence. To here ‘the trail 
has been a tortuous one. But the diffi- 
alties we have encountered and the 
frustrations we have endured have not 
deterred us from our purpose. Only have 
they served to spur us onward—to in- 
crease the intensity of our undying devo- 
tion to the cause for which no cost could 
he too great, no sacrifice too bitter. And 
now at last with success so plainly in 
our sight our love of liberty and the 
voice of reason alike urge us to guard 
and cherish the prize that has been 
so hardly won. I would be recreant to 
my most important duty did not I come 
to you in my first appearance before 
the National Assembly to ask your un- 
grudging support for ‘the establishment 
of a sound system of national defense. 
This is our first and most urgent need. 
As we commute ourselves to this im- 
portant task and realize that a war 
weary world groans under a burden of 
armaments. Every accretion to the 
accumulated total is invariably sub- 
jected to careful even suspicious scru- 
tiny. 
“But the world must be well aware 
that in the present state of our develop- 
ment the establishment within these 
islands of an aggressive force capable 
of threatening the security of any other 
nation would be fantastic. Consequently 
without fear that any act of ours may 
be misunderstood or resented by others 
we are free to undertake every prepara- 
tory measure of defense that the cir- 
cumstances of our situation may re- 
quire. Nevertheless it is well that we 
how announce through clear delineation 
of our objective definite limits upon the 
efforts we shall make in this direction. 
That objective is a single one—peace— 
permanent peace! This objective is pro- 
claimed in our constitution and no Fili- 
pino dares to challenge it.

themselves for its existence. Where this 
spirit has been inculeated through gen- 
erations and has become firmly embedded 
in the public consciousness nations have 
been strong, virile, prosperous and sta- 
ble. Where citizens have grown neglect- 
ful of this individual obligation § es- 
pecially where they have sought to deny 
its validity the result has been deca- 
dence, weakness, poverty and destruc- 
tion. To foster national pride and pa- 
triotism nothing is more effective than 
to participate actively in the processes 
of maintaining the national defense. 
Military training and service build up 
the spirit of duty and love of country. 
They nurture patriotism, loyalty, courage 
and discipline. A nation of trained men 
ready to defend their country has ‘the 
lasting respect of itself and of the world 

a nation of helpless citizens can ex- 
pect nothing but slavery at home and 
contempt abroad. 

“If we are wise, if we are mindful of 
the lessons history has 'to teach we will 
provide a military education for our 
entire manhood beginning during early 
adolescence. To accomplish this a utiliza- 
tion of the public school system imme- 
diately suggests itself. By inculecating in 
rising generations the soldierly virtues 
by preparing our people spiritually and 
physically to serve the state, our schools 
will be building upon immutable founda- 
tions a national consciousness and a 
solidarity and boldness of spirit that 
are indispensable to the free and un- 
interrupted development of this nation. 
The second basic principle is that our 
military system must provide actual se- 
curity. Indeed an insufficient defense is 
almost a contradiction in terms; a dam 
that crumbles under the rising flood is 
nothing more than a desolate monument 
to the wasted effort and lack of vision 
of its builders. In this one function of 
government there can be no compromise 
with minimum requirement. Our pro- 
gram of military development must 
serve notice upon the world that the citi- 
zens of these islands are not to be sub- 
jugated; that conquest of this nation 
cannot be accomplished short of its utter 
destruction and that that destruction 
would involve such staggering cost to an 
aggressor both in blood and in gold that 
even the boldest and ‘the strongest will 
unerringly mark the folly of such an 
undertaking. 

“The next principle to which I have 
held is the insistent need for current 
and future economy. Although there are 
no costs of peace comparable to those 
that would surely follow defeat in war, 
it is nevertheless incumbent upon the 
government to avoid every unnecessary 
expenditure. During the three centuries 
of Philippine history as a dependency 
there have been largely lifted from our 
shoulders the burdens incident to sover- 
eignty particularly those of providing 
for our own protection. These burdens 
our people now gladly accept. They 
stand ready to pay the cost whatever it 
may be of assuring the permanent secu- 
rity and integrity of the homeland. But 
for us in ‘the government to permit this 
cost to exceed the minimum demanded 
by the purpose that we seek would be 
an inexcusable blunder and a betrayal 
of the trust that has been reposed in us. 

“The need for minimizing expense not 
only requires the utmost efficiency in 
details it clearly indicates the basic 
character of the defensive establishment 
we must devise. Specifically it precludes 
for the present at least the development 
of a battle fleet. Naval strength is ex- 
pressed principally in terms of fighting 
ships each of which even in the small 
and auxiliary categories can be prodticed 
only at tremendous cost. It is mani- 
festly impossible in the current state of 
our economic development to acquire a 
fleet that would offer even partially ef- 
fective resistance to any existing navy 
worthy of the name. One desirable ef- 
fect of a decision to forego the con- 
struction of a battle fleet will be to em- 
phasize the passively defensive character 
of our military establishment. Tactically 
a fleet cannot operate as a purely de- 
fensive force and is useless unless it 
can proceed to sea and engage its enemy 
beyond the limits of its own basis. 
Moreover the existence of a powerful 





navy inherently implies a possibility of 
aggressive intent since only with strong 
naval support could an army hope to 
invade the territory of an overseas 
enemy. Consequently as an island nation 
our lack of sea power will confirm be- 
fore the world our earnest intent to de- 
velop an army solely for defensive pur- 
poses. 

“Another fundamental premise is the 
necessity for a gradual rather than sud- 
den growth of the required defense es- 
tablishment. Economy and efficiency alike 
oppose any purpose of immediate and 
complete organization of a force of the 
necessary eventual strength. A modern 
army is a complex organism and its de- 
fensive power is not measured solely in 
the numbers of its individual soldiers. 
Suitable armament, proper organization, 
personnel technique and skilled appliable 
tactical doctrine and above all trained 
leadership are the very soul of an army 
combat efliciency. No matter what may 
be the lavishness of expenditure these 
things cannot be instantaneously ac- 
quired. They are produced only through 
thoughtful painstaking and persistent ef- 
forts intelligently directed. Progress in 
these fields must dictate the rate at 
which the whole development including 
increases in personnel strength may 
logically and efficiently proceed. 

“Nevertheless it is mandatory that our 
arrangements reach fruition by the time 
the beneficent protections of the United 
States shall have been finally withdrawn. 
We have ten years but only ‘ten in which 
to initiate and to complete the develop- 
ment of our defensive structure the 
creation of which because of the condi- 
tions of our past existence must now 
begin at the very foundations. Not a 
moment is to be lost. Starting imme- 
diately we must build economically and 
gradually but steadily and surely so as 
to attain within the time permitted us 
the highest possible efficiency at the 
lowest possible cost. 

“Finally | must emphasize the need 
for logical governmental procedure in 
the development—a procedure calculated 
to minimize error and to avoid loss of 
time, waste of resources and unneces- 
sary exposure of the country to the 
risks of unpreparedness. Since our secu- 
rity arrangements must be carefully 
moulded to fit the special and particular 
needs of these islands there exists no- 
where in the world a model upon which 
our own defenses may be blindly pat- 
terned. Step by step we must design a 
new organism and in doing so we must 
advance progressively from the general 
to the specific; from the explored to 
the unexplored. A continuous adjust- 
ment of essential details to constantly 
evolving requirements will be mandatory. 
Such procedure will be possible only 
through the exercise of administrative 
authority advantage itself of the high- 
est professional and technical advice. 
But since under our form of government 
administrative authority confines itself 
strictly to tasks of execution it is highly 
important that initial legislation for the 
erection of the nation’s defenses should 
confer upon the President as Com- 
mander-in-Chief a very considerable lati- 
tude in carrying out the expressed pur- 
poses of the National Assembly. 

“Any attempt at the outset of this 
undertaking to formulate a plan that 
prescribes in the language of inflexible 
law every detail of the complete develop- 
ment could not fail to result in added 
cost and slower progress. With the pass- 
age of time the essential element of our 
defensive system will become more 
clearly crystalized and definitely 
moulded to the needs of the nation. As 
each of these emerges from the embryo 
and takes on discernible and reasonably 
permanent shape there will be ample 
opportunity for the National Assembly ‘to 
stabilize it in such detail as may then 
be deemed desirable. But though details 
of design in the superstructure of de- 
fense should at least for the present 
be charged to the Chief Executive the 
Assembly must retain the responsibility 
of assuring the soundness of its founda- 
tion. It is not only the prerogative but 
the duty of the Legislative Department 
to evolve and to prescribe the broad 
policies that are to control progress in 
this critically important task. Likewise 





it is a function of the legislative body 
to bestow the specific authorizations and 
to provide the funds essential to the pur- 
pose it seeks. Supported by these au- 
thorizations and guided by these policies 
the Chief Executive will be enabled to 
proceed confidentially and expeditiously 
toward the accomplishment of the legis- 
lative intent. 

“The central feature of the defensive 
system I propose is a trained and or- 
ganized force normally engaged in the 
purposes of peace and ready for effective 
employment whenever the interests of 
the nation so doing. Service in this force 
is to be rendered as a patriotic obliga- 
tion to the state. Upon reaching ma- 
turity each able bodied male citizen will 
automatically become liable for a period 
of intensive military training. From the 
number annually attaining this age, a 
training quota of the required size will 
be selected by lot. Moreover so far as 
the capacity of the army will permit 
volunteers from among those not so se 
lected or from older age groups will be 
incorporated into the training cadres. 
Upon completion of his training period 
each citizen will return to civil life but 
as a member of an army reserve unit. 
Thus the burden of defense will be 
widely distributed and each citizen will 
devote to exclusive military activities 
only an insignificant portion of his time. 

“The regular element of the army, 
composed of volunteers from every geo- 
graphical area of the islands will even- 
tually attain a maximum strength of 
1,500 officers and 19,000 enlisted men in- 
cluding the existing Constabulary. Its 
officers and men will pursue the military 
profession as a life’s career and devote 
themselves exclusively to the nation’s 
defenses. The regular army must be- 
come a model of efficiency—the energiz- 
ing element and professionally the di- 
recting head of the whole establishment. 
Its missions will comprehend the mainte- 
nance of permanent overhead for the 
entire force including such essential ser- 
vices as procurement, storage, transpor- 
tation, communication and sanitary; the 
prosecution of research and experimenta- 
tion to keep the army abreast of latest 
developments in every branch of the 
military profession; and instruction of 
the reserve. 

“In organizational and operational 
outline the proposed system is the es- 
sence of simplicity. Under its provisions 
the Chief of Staff of the Army is se- 
lected by and is directly responsible to 
the President, has the rank of a Secre- 
tary of Department and may attend 
cabinet meetings. Under him will be a 
Department of National Defense com- 
prising the several staff sections required 
for general supervision of the whole 
military establishment and for the con- 
trol of administration training mainte- 
nance and other essential functions. 

“The reserve units will be dispersed 
through all the islands approximately 
according to population. The national 
territory will be divided into military 
districts and subdistricts in each of 
which will be maintained a small pro- 
fessional cadre for the training of the 
annual quota locally called to the colors, 
Training periods, except for trainees 
selected to serve with the regular force, 
will normally extend over a period of 
54% months. Thereafter for ten years 
each trainee will be required to undergo 
annually sufficient training to preserve 
individual and collective efficiency. From 
that time onward his training will grow 
progressively less, 

“Under this system we will have 
within ten years hundreds of thousands 
of trained individuals and eventually 
practically the entire population will 
have had military service. The younger 
men of this trained group will be con- 
stantly organized into tactical forma- 
tions. Supporting these units will be a 
pool of trained individuals generally in 
higher age groups but available in emer- 
gency for replacements in line organiza- 
tions or for employment in staff services. 
Equipment and supplies for reserve or- 
ganizations will be locally stored and 
maintained under the control of pro- 
fessional training cadres. 

Supplementing the training given in 
the army will be the military instruc-

tional system in schools and colleges. 
Every educational institution wholly or 
partially supported at public expense is 
to serve under the plan as an agency 
for inculcating patriotism an“® for as- 
sisting in the important work of in- 
structing our people in the essentials of 
tha military profession. Starting with 
students aged 10 intensive courses in 
citizenship, sanitation and physical de- 
velopment will be progressively widened 
in scope during the period of adolescence 
until at the age of 18 every able bodied 
male student will have pursued a 
thorough course in elementary military 
practices and methods. As a consequence 
even though quotas annually trained in 
the army will comprise only a portion of 
the young men attaining the age of 21 
we will eventually acquaint our entire 
male population with the essential re- 

quirements of military service. 

“The plan provides a comprehensive 
system for the emergency mobilization 
of the reserves so as to insure rapid 
concentration and efficient action in the 
face of emergency. It proposes yearly 
objectives in the procurement of arma- 
ments and equipment. All these things 
and many others I have developed in as 
exhaustive detail as is now possible to 
the end that my proposals to the Na- 
tional Assembly might comprise concrete 
rather than theoretical recommendations, 
Although in broad outline the proposed 
system of defense may be thus briefly 
and accurately described the govern- 
ment problems involved in transforming 
plans into actual accomplishment will be 
almost baffling in their intricacy and 
difficulty. 

“Preliminary to undertaking actual 
developments necessary laws must be 
formulated and approved and initial se- 
lection of higher military officials ac- 
complished. Thereafter and in full accord 
with the provisions of these legislative 
directives the professional and technical 
phases of the task will begin. Merely to 
name the more important of ‘them is to 
indicate clearly the involved character 
of the project. Organization of the De- 
partment of National Defense must aim 
at efficient functioning but must avoid 
extravagances entailed by the mainte- 
nance of unnecessary overhead. Its mem- 
bership must possess the qualifications 
required by the purpose of each essential 
bureau including those for example per- 
taining to armaments, administration, 
supply, sanitation and legal affairs. 

“An efficient officers corps is the very 
soul of an army. To produce one of the 
requisite size and qualifications we must 
first provide for its gradual accumula- 
tion so that future turn-over will involve 
only a small annual increment. We must 
evolve policies governing appointments, 
promotions, pay assignments and retire- 
ments and must provide for the thorough 
military education of its members. 
Technical schools must be established 
and for these the faculties must first be 
organized and thoroughly indoctrinated. 
Suitable tactical organization of the 
army accurately adjusted to the necessi- 
ties of Philippine conditions must be de- 
veloped. Applicable doctrine and method 
must be evolved. A skeletonized organiza- 
tion for registration of citizens subject 
to military training and for receiving 
earing for and training annual quotas 
must be established. Necessary programs 
pertaining to munitions including such 
technical items as airplanes, rifles, can- 
non, machine guns, ammunition, signal 
equipment, bridging material and a host 
of others must be formulated in accord- 
ance with our minimum needs. Inspec- 
tion accounting and other phases of ad- 
ministration must be established and 
maintained. 

“All these constitute immediate prob- 
lems for which solutions must develop 
side by side each fully articulated and 
synchronized with all others. This neces- 
sary control direction and coordination 
of a myriad of essential details repre- 
sents one of the most difficult and criti- 
cal problems of the entire project. In 
its importance to progress it will for 
some years to come overshadow all 
others.’ For its successful solution there 
is immediate demand not only of a tech- 





nical ability that extends to every phase 
of the military profession but of a broad 
through experience in the field of higher 
administration, organization and leader- 
ship. Unless these qualifications can be 
made constantly available to the Com- 
monwealth we will pay for their lack in 
millions of squandered pesos, years of 
wasted time and in confusion of effort 
and added risks to our nation’s security. 
Unfortunately it is this type of ability 
and experience that there has as yet 
been little opportunity to develop among 
our own people. We have produced both 
in the Constabulary and in the Philip- 
pine Scouts officers of outstanding worth 
in particular lines of military endeavor 
from among whom we confidently expect 
to obtain initially the senior officers of 
the new army. But due to the conditions 
of our past existence we have had no 
War Department, no complete defense 
force, no balanced army, no exclusive re- 
sponsibility for protection and conse- 
quently no experience in the functions 
that now assume for us a transcendent 
importance. 

“In this situation we have no alterna- 
tive but to obtain this experience, this 
ability and this skill from other sources 
and in my anxiety on this score I 
earnestly considered all upon which we 
might logically depend. Every considera- 
tion of friendship and association sup- 
ported the hope that this source might 
he the United States. Consequently I 
presented to the President of that coun- 
try the essentials of this problem and 
explained our dire need for help. More 
specifically I earnestly requested the de- 
tail of General Douglas MacArthur, then 
Chief of Staff of the U. S. Army, as the 
one soldier whose opinion on every ques- 
tion of military organization would com- 
mand the respect of all our people. The 
President’s response was immediate, sym- 
pathetic and definite. At a very real 
sacrifice to the American Army this offi- 
cer, who since 1930 had served con- 
tinuously as its Chief of Staff, has been 
made available to the Commonwealth 
Government as military adviser. His 
record in peace and war requires no 
eulogy from me. His qualifications for 
the important post in which he will 
serve are as clearly appreciated among 
our own people as they are in Wash- 
ington. Because of this and because also 
of his own known devotion to the Philip- 
pines and to the Filipino people the wis- 
dom of his choice will be universally 
recognized. 

“I request authority to confer upon 
General MacArthur and his assistants 
the rank and emoluments that I deem in 
keeping with their important duties and 
the dignity of this nation. The several 
provisions of law fundamental to the 
development of Philippine defenses are 
outlined in a draft of a bill which I am 
furnishing to you. It depicts in much 
greater detail than I have attempted 
here the defense plan I propose for 
adoption. It represents the essence of 
the authorization directives and general 
policies necessary to insure initiation of 
the project. Again I emphasize the need 
for prompt and positive action in ini- 
tiating this great project. In every other 
line of human endeavor we have built 
not only the foundations but the frame- 
work and in certain cases even the edi- 
fice itself. But here, except for neces- 
sary law enforcement elements not a 
stone has been laid. 

“The refusal to grant us immediate 
and complete independence has been due 
in large measure to our present inability 
to cope with a general revolt of great 
proportions or to offer any kind of re- 
sistance to an invading force. Your swift 
action on the defense measures I am pro- 
posing will prove the earnestness of our 
determination to be and forever to re- 
main free and independent. What, I ask, 
would be the use of seeing our country 
free one day with its own flag standing 
alone and flying against the sky only to 
see ourselves the subjects of another 
power the following day with its flag the 
sovereign in and of our country? What 
would be the purpose of educating our 
youth men and women to their rights 
and privileges as free citizens if to- 
morrow they are to be subjects of a 
foreign foe? Why build up the wealth 
of the nation only to swell up the cof- 





fers of another? If that be our fate as 
for me let me remain under the banner 
of the stars and stripes which has given 
us justice and fair treatment welfare and 
prosperity financial aid and civil rights 
and finally increasing political liberties 
with complete independence ten years 
hence! National freedom now stands be- 
fore us as a shining light—the freedom 
that for many years gleamed only as a 
fitful candle in the distance back. We 
are ready to grasp the torch. No preda- 
tory force shall ever strike it from our 
hands.”

American Shipping and National 
Defense 


(Following is the tert of an address 
delivered before the Twenty-second Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Convention Nov. 
18 at Houston, Tez.) 


By REAR ADM. W. W. PHELPS, 
USN-Ret.

1924-26 

I think this is an extremely critical 
period for our shipping industry. De- 
featists appear to have worked the 
Americans up to a frenzied belief that 
the shipping industry exists only to 
make, as they would call it, operating 
costs out of blood. The failure of the 
Americans, in the War of 1914, to know 
how to defend their neutrality, has left 
them in a complex of fear, the only 
escape from which, it would appear that 
they seem to feel, is to try to embargo 
themselves behind their three-mile limit ; 
and to embark on a course which grad- 
ually leads to non-resistance. 





These | 


trends indicate, that when the big war | 


again breaks out Americans will refuse 
to protect even the international law 
equities to which their shipping has a 
right.

This complex is bound to have a dead- | 


ening effect on the efforts of government 
directed to supporting the Merchant Ma- 
rine. I am conscious of not being 
equipped to be the advocate equal to the 
demand. It is a body like the National 
Foreign Trade Council, that might get 
behind the imperative need to supplant 
dangerous emotion by right reason. Our 
commerce and navigation is tied in with 
national defense strategy. National de- 
fense strategy will be feeble if the coun- 
try’s morale is feeble; because a feeble 
national morale will console itself with 
the fallacy that the less Merchant Ma- 
rine the country has, the fewer the occa- 
sions for assorting the country’s rights. 

The National Foreign Trade Council 
includes in its long and distinguished 
roster, the best of our non-partisan, non- 
political, thoroughly patriotic citizens. 
They are men of many and varied in- 
terests, none of those interests conflict- 
ing, all of them complementary. They 
are constructive men. They have the one 
common objective to contribute to the 
establishment of sound commercial pol- 
icies, and to the improvement at the 
position of our country in the world’s 
ocean-carrying industry and in world 
trade. Their objective can have no other 
result than to put people to work, the 
greatest need of our country at this mo- 
ment. 

Together our commerce and naviga- 
tion have at times supported around one- 
tenth of our population. A contribution 
of such importance to our general wel- 
fare is so urgent as to indicate to gov- 
ernment the desirability of meeting the 
patriotic recommendations of this Coun- 
cil, directed as they are, to the support 
of the very hest national interests. 

The naval officer sees commerce and 
navigation as the most important ele- 
ment of sea powers. of national defense. 
The combat fleet denends on the mer- 
chant fleet for its subsistence: it de- 
pends on the merchant fleet in order 
to effect the security of our coast-wise 
trade lanes by holding any menace at a 
distance: so that no panic or uncertainty 
ean threaten the coast-wise trade zones 
and the sea coast ports. disorganize the 
life of our population, run up insurance 
rates, dislocate business and increase 
costs. A healthy two-way commerce and 
a lively ocean carrying trade will yield 
government almost enough revenue to 
sunport the combat fleet. The two, the 
combat fleet and the merchant fleet, are 
insenarable and comnlementary. 

Then national defense is the highest, 
the first obligation of government. By 
protecting their ocean trade routes, their 


shipping, as people protect their home 


territory. 

There can be said to be two types of 
national defense. One we conld call the 
backs-to-the-wall defense of the high 
water mark. The other we could look at 
as defense of home territory by having 
the ability, and knowing that the for- 
eigner knows it, to hold the threat to 





your security, if any, for across the 
oceans; and, if peace is broken, to re- 
store peace by operations in areas far 
over seas. 

If it is a land bounded country like, 
say, Switzerland, there is only the backs- 
to-the-wall land frontier defense to be 
considered. This reuqires only a simple 
type of national defense strategy. 

If it is an ocean bounded country like 
our United States, situated like a gigan- 
tic continental island in the very midst 
of all the ocean’s trade routes, Asia 
and Australia to the west, Europe and 
Africa to the east, South America to the 
south; all of these linked by the most 
important waterway in existence, the 
Panama Canal, with Straits of Malacca 
to the west, Suez Canal to the east,—it 
would appear there ought to be no doubt 
in the minds of such a people that their 
national defense strategy would be based 
on a rugged determination to hold on 
to their sea power outposts, a vigorous 
patronage of and interest in their Mer- 
chant Marine and world commerce, and 
a determination to defend their cargoes 
and shipping against illegal seizure by 


any sea power Intent on disorganizing | 


the American ocean carrying industry 
in his own interest. Any departure 
from such sound national defense stra- 
tegy will engender collapse in already 
feeble rights on the high seas, from 
which the country might require genera- 
tions to recover, if ever. 


I wish to point out what to me seems | 





to be signs that the present fear—com- | 


plex and helplessness—complex of the 
Americans are leading them to seek the 
emotion of false security by the mis- 
taken obsession of falling back on the 
three mile limit defense fallacy, the 
land bounded country type of defense. 
This helplessness and fear derives from 
the War of 1914 and its disastors, trace- 
able, I think, to the emotionalizing of 
neutrality by the Americans, completed 
with the breakdown of the attempt of 
the Americans to defend themselves 
from others’ international law violations. 


Recent researches and memoirs point | 


strongly to the suspicion that in the 
War of 1914 the Americans were not 
only not neutral, they also never in- 
tended to be neutral. Their severe con- 
tinuing storming at Germany after Luai- 
tania, was a pretension partial to allied 
sea power. 


For three centuries international law | 


has enunciated the general principle that 
neutrals on enemy territory share the 


fate of enemy population. Neutrals tak- | 


ing passage in belligerent ships come in 
that category. They go under the mu- 
nicipal laws of the belligerent flag over 
them. They must look to that belligerent 
flag for protection. 

Secretary of State Seward recognized 
this principle in an instruction dated 


Aug. 24, 1866. This American internre- |

Seward, “The most that a neutral power 
ean ask on behalf of its citizens who 
may be exposed to injury from an opera- 
tion, which like the bombardment of a 
town, when once begun, must necessarily 
be indiscriminating in its effects, is to 
require that a reasonable time should be 
granted to them to withdraw their per- 
sons and property from the peril. The 
granting of even this can hardly be a 
matter of obligation if it would defeat 
or endanger the main object of the at- 
tack.” 

The German government in its Feb- 
ruary, 
embassy in its May 1, 1915 newspaper 
warning, both pointing out to Américans 
that they were in danger taking passage 


1915 warning, and the German | 


in belligerent ships, were only measures | 


taken by the German government in 
agreement with Seward’s interpretation 


of belligerent duties and the limits to | 


neutral rights. The Germans stepned 
in to try to tell the Americans what 
really it was the dntyv of the American 
government to tell their own people. 
The present injunction in the Aue. 
81, 1935 Congress resolution that Amer- 
icans travel in belligerent ships at own 
risk confirms the correctness of that 
German position. This return of the 
Americans in this one particular to in- 


ternational law, points out how the 
Americans, in the War of 1914, attempt- 
ing to fabricate a new sort of neutrality 
arising out of emotion, led themselves 
into a disregard of international law 
neutrality and put themselves into the 
war. The Americans’ continuing protests 
to Germany were partial, and were a 
great help to one of the belligerents; 
for if these protests had validity in in- 
ternational law, belligerent sea power 
could, by alluring neutrals to buy pas- 
sage in its ships, thus shield its ships 
from the activities of the other belliger- 
ent. Had the American war government 
helped to pass the 1916 Gore-McLemore 
resolution to keep Americans off bellig- 
erent ships, the German’s most surely 
would not have attacked American 
ships; the Americans would have been 
in a strong position to beat off the Allied 
seizures of American ships and cargoes 
engaged in purely neutral trade between 
two neutrals. 

Finally the Americans, when they 
went to war with Germany, failed to 
recognize that theirs was a limited ob- 
jective only, nothing more than a marti- 
time operation to protect their trade 
with other neutrals; no different in prin- 
ciple from John Adams’ war on the 
French Navy in 1798. Being driven by 
emotion and yielding to propaganda, the 
Americans soon forgot what they went 
to war about; they went in for an un- 
limited war and engaged themselves to 
conquer Germany. In making this stra- 
tegic blunder they were really fizhting 
to uphold allied sea power's pretension 
to rule the high seas by force; they be- 
came associated with allied sea power's 
destruction of the very international law 
the Americans had consistently, for one 
hundred and thirty years helped to build. 
Not only, they became a victim of that 
destruction. The results of that emo- 
tional approach, rather than the legalis- 
tic approach to neutrality appear now 
to be; having fought to validate the 
very excesses of sea power the Amer- 
icans for one hundred and thirty yeara 
had steadily curtailed; a helpless sub- 
mission to the wholesale repudiation of 
the funds the Americans advanced 80 
that the Allies could win their war; 
and an American domestic indebtedness 
that will drag down posterity over the 
generations. 

It would appear now, that the Amer- 
ican war government's preoccupation 
with Germany’s operations against 
belligerent shipping, growing in emo- 
tional intensity, was so highly valued 
by Allied sea power that Allied sea 
power was able to put out practically 
duplicates of its municipal decrees that 
drove the Americans into the War of 
1812. By abolishing non-contraband and 
conditional contraband; by violation of 
Anglo-Saxon principles of liberty, hold- 
ing an accused guilty until he could 
prove himself innocent; by forcing neu- 
tral ships on the Atlantic trade routes 
to go into a belligerent harbor, go un- 
der municipal jurisdiction searching for 
evidence of non-compliance with its mu- 
nicipal decrees; by forcing neutral 
ships bound for neutral ports to prove 
that their cargoes could not eventually 
get to Germany; Allied sea power was 
permitted to destroy all the international 
law gains made laboriously over three 
centuries. The result is that now dis- 
tinction between combatants and non- 
combatants is destroyed, and future war 
operations can revert to cruelty and in- 
discrimination; the difference between 
contraband and non-contraband is wiped 
out and trade between peaceful neutrals 
may suffer attempts at disorganization 
at the whim and in the interests of a 
belligerent; blockade is no longer nec- 
essary, it can be extended by paper de- 
cree over all the high seas rendering a 
neutral liable to seizure whoever he may 
be and whatever his distinction: the doc- 
trine of continuous voyage is distorted; 
the neutral rights of neutrals on the 
high seas bound for neutral ports can 
be invaded with impunity unless in con- 
voy under neutral naval protection; 
prize law is now so rigged that any neu- 
tral on the high seas is liable to be con- 
demned as a prize. High seas belliger- 
ent activities have reverted to the piracy

Dear Sirs: 

I have your questionaire and am answer- 
ing it in the following: 

QUESTIONS CONCERNING WAR AND 

PEACE 

1. In seeking to protect the lives of its 
citizens in foreign lands and on the high 
seas, should the United States Government 
refrain under all circumstances from resort 
to war and always restrict itself to pacific 
methods ?—No. 

2. Do you favor armed action on the part 
of the members of the League of Nations 
against a nation which the Assembly of the 
League pronounces guilty of armed Iinva- 
sion of another country, if public opinion, 
diplomatic pressure and economic embargo 
prove inadequate as deterrents ?—Yes. 

3. If all obligation to participate in the 
use of armed sanctions against an aggressor 
nation were removed from the Covenant, 
would you favor membership in the League 
of Nations by the United States?—No. 

4. Do you favor participation by the 
United States in a world economic confer- 
ence for the purpose of formulating a pro- 
cedure by which the superior economic ad- 
vantages now enjoyed by certain nations 
may be shared more fairly with less fortu- 
nate peoples ?—Yes.

Coast Guard Headquarters announces 
with regret the death of Lt. William 
Lloyd Foley, USCG, at the Salem Marine 
Hospital on Tuesday morning, November 
26, of general septicemia. 


Lieutenant Foley was born in Calais, 
Me., January 8, 1897. Prior to his ser- 
vice in the Coast Guard, he was Chief 
Radioman in the Navy, and served as 
Chief Mate on vessels of the Williams 
Line. He was appointed a temporary 
ensign on August 19, 1924, and a Lieu- 
tenant (temporary) on October 2, 1925, 
while serving on board the cutter Seneca. 
He was appointed a lieutenant in the 
permanent establishment as of May 1, 
1930, and was detailed to aviation duty 
at Cape May, New Jersey, the same year. 
He further trained at Pensacola and 
Hampton Roads. Upon completion of 
his flight training, Lieutenant Foley was 
assigned as Coast Guard aviator at 
Miami Air Station, in October, 1932. He 
was ordered to command the Coast 
Guard Air Station at Gloucester, Mass., 
in May, 1934, and remained in command 
of that air station when its location was 
changed to Salem, Mass. 


Lieutenant Foley received a letter of 
commendation from the Commandant, in 
connection with the seizure of the 8. 8. 
Donnetta on May 10, 1926, one of the 
largest seizures of liquor made by the 
United States. He was awarded the 
Silver Life-Saving Medal of Honor in 
recognition of his service in rescuing a 
shipmate from drowning September 30, 
1928, and the Gold Life-Saving Medal in 
recognition of the heroic daring dis- 
played in saving a man’s life on New 
Year's Day, 1933.

characterizing the sixteenth century. The 
high seas are ruled by force and not 
by law. 

As I see it, this beating the Amer- 
icans got themselves into in the war 
years continues to leave them paralyzed 
in a fear-complex. 

I think it was this fear-complex, 
brought again to life by the Japanese- 
Manchurian operation, that caused the 
Americans to submit themselves to the 
dictation of Filipino politicians and pass 
the law to run away from the Philip- 
pines. Rather, Americans long ago 
should have been taught to look at the 
Philippines as American sea power, not 
with any view to interfering in other 
peoples business on the continent of Asia, 
but solely as an outpost protecting 
American continental territory.

how the American abandonment of the 
Philippines area can easily become a 
forerunner of general American expul- 
sion out of the far east; or what will 
be its long term effect on American com- 
merce and navigation, and on_ the 
prices, freight costs and security of those 
raw materials like hemp, rubber, tin, 
chief American sources of supply which 
lie in the far east. 

The Philippines area is American sea 
power in this way. The peace of the 
Pacific Ocean depends on the continuing 
integrity of the Washington 1922 Four 
Power Treaty. The Four Power Treaty 
depends on the continuance of the pres- 
ent physical contact, not requiring diplo- 
matie nor naval understandings, a con- 
tact based on common interests, of the 
Anglo-Saxon sea powers now controll- 
ing a belt across the Pacific Ocean from 
Singapore to the Panama Canal. This 
physical contact of British-Netherlands- 
American sea powers is the only strategy 
that will prevent the projected attempt 
by the Japanese Navy to conquer over- 
seas; else what is the reason for the 
Japanese parity navy demand when 
events over four years assure them that 
their ratio navy is sufficient to defend 
their continent of Asia conquests? What 
other reason is there that leads them 
to refuse to talk policies during limi- 
tation of armament conversations, well 
knowing, as they do, that armaments de- 
pend on policies? 

The physical contact of these Anglo- 
Saxon sea powers depends on the con- 
tinued use of the Philippines area as 
American sea power. 

This physical contact of the defensive 
sea powers controls the area Singapore- 
Philippines-Dutch East Indies-Australia ; 
into the area Guam-Now Guinea-Austral- 
asia; into the area Samoa-Hawaiians- 
Alaska-Panama Canal. 

Put it the other way. The American 
abandonment of the Philippines breaks 
the physical contact now existing among 
British-Netherlands-American sea power. 
It invites Japan to drive in her sea 
power as a wedge to separate British 
and American sea powers by an easy 
conquest of the Philippines. British 
Hongkong, British Malaya, British Bor- 
neo, and Dutch East Indies are men- 
aced. This will make it to Japan’s in- 
terest to terminate, as will be her right, 
the Four Power Treaty. This will lead 
the British to seek some sort of new 
Anglo-Japanese non-aggression arrange- 
ment, to afford the British Empires, at 
least for a time, some immunity from 
Japanese expansion. It would then be to 
the interest of British Empire states- 
manship to facilitate Japanese penetra- 
tion into Central and South America, 
to attempt to divest the Japanese away 
from the British southwestern Pacific 
Ocean areas. 

Japan promptly took advantage of the 
blunder in American national defense 
strategy leading the Americans to aban- 
don the Philippines, and extended her 
operations in China with vigor, and ini- 
tiated serious fleet maneuvers advanced 
far to her eastward, as if to begin her 
study of future operations against the 
American Hawaiians. 

Looking over the history of Japanese 
expansion, that virile people ultimately 
get what they go after. When they take 
the Philippines, they advance their sea 
power operating area frontier four thou- 
sand miles eastward at one stride to 
within long-range submarine blockading 
distance of the American Hawaiians. 

Thus their first move will pin Amer- 
ican sea power to the Hawaiian area. 
The Japanese protested the American ac- 
quisition of the Hawaiians on the ground 
that it would upset the peace of the 
Pacific. We know enough now to under- 
stand that when Japan talks of upsetting 
peace, it means that another occupies 
an area that Japan wants. 

It can therefore be said that the Amer- 
ican abandonment of the Philippines 


menaces the future peace of the Pacific 
Ocean, and consequently the distant fu- 
ture security of the Pacific coasts of 











North America, Central America and 
South America; the security of Nether- 
lands, East Indies, and ultimately the 
security of Australia and New Zealand. 

It is always the case, that when one 
begins a strategic retreat from its de- 
fense frontiers, that when one brings 
one’s defenses nearer home, one creates 
panic; and has to intensify local defen- 
sive measures. Thus the American, to 
try to appease Pacific coast panic, began 
throwing vast millions into purely local 
coast defenses. 

As the American defensive sea fron- 
tier retreats and shrinks, more and more 
millions will be demanded for local de- 
fenses by that school not interested in 
the Merchant Marine or in American 
exports, and the others who liken de- 
fense is merely a protective agency’s wir- 
ing. Those yearly millions destined for 
panic-appeasing local defenses can be 
put down as a charge on taxpayers to 
enable American producers of competing 


Philippines products to make their 
profit. 
The failure to teach the Americans 


the value of home territory defense by 
sea power outposts, and the clamor of 
some spokesmen advocating running 
away from the Philippines as fast as 
possible, is fuel to the fire of fear of 
coast attack. Of course, there is no 
possibility ever, of any hostile attack on 
either of our coasts. The foreigner has 
succeeded when he has used his superior 
mentality, screened by the silent pres- 
sure of his sea power, to cause us to 
withdraw protection from our trade and 
to retreat behind our three-mile limit. 
All the foreigner desires is to see less 
American shipping at sea, and to have 
us start ourselves on the road to be- 
coming an importing nation and a debtor 
nation.

R. O. T. C. Units 
The pressing need for the assignment 
of additional Regular officers to schools 


and colleges having Reserve Officers

Faced with a record-breaking enroll- 
ment in ROTC colleges and in addition 
with the loss of more than 100 retired 
officers formerly assigned to those units 
(relieved from duty by Congressional 
mundate) the Army is sorely pressed to 
provide the necessary unit instructors. 
The increase in enlisted strength of the 
Army and the additional officers re- 
quired for Civilian Conservation Corps 
administration further aggreviates the 
situation. 

It is more than likely that the situa- 
tion will be placed squarely before Con- 
zress at the next session. Both the Land 
Grant and the State Universities, as well 
as the War Department, are aware of 
the need and may be depended upon to 
take the matter to the proper com- 
mittees, 

A like situation exists with respect 
to the non-commissioned officers normally 
assigned to ROTO units. The shortage 
of grades and ratings here makes itself 
felt.
